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Bagging the big ‘ol tom gobbler 
runs deep in the Stewart household 


“As spring approaches and the Dogwood trees bud and bloom, my mind 
drifts to thoughts of gobblers bellowing out their thunderous gobbles in 
the dim light of dawn. Just the thought of that sound sends chills down my 
arms,” remarks avid turkey hunter Tommy Stewart. Turkey season opened 
in Kentucky on Saturday, April 12. Tommy took up the hobby of hunting 
turkeys in 1995 and it has grown into a special love he now shares with 
others. 

“Eager anticipation fills my very soul as I gather up my turkey hunting 
gear,” he says after a weekend of hunting. “I get out my trusted slate call 
and scratch it up a little for that perfect sound. Next, I grab two or three of 
my favorite diaphragm calls and test them out, much to the displeasure of 
my wife, who is trying to watch TV.” He places each call in just the right 
spot in his turkey hunting vest, to allow for quick retrieval in the heat of 
the battle with that big ol’ tom gobbler. He likes to use a slate call with his 
diaphragm call, all made by Primos company in Mississippi. He shoots 
with a Benelli shotgun, loaded with 3.5” number six shells. 

“Unlike deer hunting, which is generally a sit and be quiet style of hunt¬ 
ing, turkey hunting is a very vocal hunt,” he explains. “Old school turkey 
hunters like me crave the interaction of calls between the gobbler and the 
hunter. We love calling at that ol’ tom and listening for his gobbling re¬ 
sponse as he approaches.” That is what Stewart says drives him and other 
turkey hunters to get out of bed at crazy early times and stay out hunting 
until roosting time if necessary. 

He once hunted for over 13 hours on one opening day to get his gobbler. 
“Mostly because I guided two other hunters before it was my turn to shoot, 
but we are a die hard breed,” he adds. “Turkey hunters love to see that 
white crown of the gobblers head as he approaches their location. It is one 
of the most beautiful sights in God’s creation.” 

Tom foolery is why he loves to turkey hunt and he doesn’t do any pre¬ 
season scouting for turkeys because they are usually in the same area from 
one spring to the next. “The challenge of deceiving that ol’ gobbler to the 
sweet sounds of my turkey calls really gets my heart pumping,” contin¬ 
ues Stewart. “Male turkeys gobble to attract hens to their location. God 
designed the hen to go to the gobbler; therefore, turkey hunters are trying 
to get that gobbler to do something he is not supposed to do. Much like a 
man woos his sweetheart with tender sweet nothings, turkey hunters must 
woo the gobbler into defying his nature by getting him to go to the hen. I 
want my calling to be music in that gobblers ears. Much like the serpent 
deceived Eve into believing a lie, hunters’ calls must convince the gob¬ 
bler that the sounds of their calls are in fact a hen. To be successful in this 
foolery, I want to sound like the sweetest, happiest, most excited hen that 
gobbler has ever dreamed of meeting.” His tactics to draw them in include 
sneaking to about 125 yards from the gobbler on the roost in the predawn 
(if he will gobble and giveaway his roosting location). 

When Tommy started turkey hunting in 1995 he went to Land Between 
The Lakes with good friend Jeff Caldwell of Fulton. “I was instantly ad¬ 
dicted to the sport by the gobbles ringing out in all directions,” he says as 
he eyes light up. “I killed a big ol’ tom that morning in a down pour rain 
and thus began a love affair with turkey hunting that still burns strong 
inside me today. God has truly blessed me in my turkey hunting exploits. 
I have killed many turkeys over the past 20 years and everyone of them is 
special.” 

His biggest so far weighed 26 pounds and Stewart has harvested many 
double bearded turkeys throughout the years. “I have killed several with 
my archery tackle to add some excitement to the hunt,” notes Stewart. “I 
give all the credit for my success to God. No matter how good of a hunter 
you may be, without God nothing is possible.” 

Tommy doesn’t always hunt alone. He shares his love for hunting with 
members of his family, wife, Wendy and their two children, and others in 
Fulton County. Three years ago their son Remington began turkey hunting 
with Tommy. “It has been a blast having Remington by my side, hunting 
with me,” Tommy says. “On Saturday, April 12, Remington got his first 
gobbler. It was 22 pounds, had a 9.5” beard and 3/4” spurs.” 

Tommy wasn’t sure who was more excited, Remington or him, the proud

Historic hotel’s 
future is not 
certain 

Currently, HRCDC (Hickman River City 
Development Corporation) still owns the 
LaClede. Back in October 2013, members 
of the board Wiley Gannon, Chuck Murphy, 
Will Rice, Melissa Garrigan and Mike 
Sheehan placed an ad in The Hickman Courier 
expressing interest in receiving sealed bids 
for the sale of the historic LaClede Hotel. 
Bids were to be opened on October 15 and 
they reserved the right to refuse unreasonable 
bids. 

At this time the board is still discussing 
what will be in the best interest of the hotel. A 
spokesperson for the HRCDC further stated, 
“If members of the board feel that it would be 
in the best interest of the community and the 
hotel to sell the real estate, we will re-open the 
bidding process at a later date.” 

Back in 1993 a Paducah contracting firm set 
the price for renovating the historic hotel at 
$2.3 million. At that time, it was too much for 
the building’s owner (HRCDC) to bear.

Dear Editor: 

April is the 28th Annual 
NCADD Alcohol Awareness 
Month.

Rose Oliver shared an 
autographed book written by 
her cousin, Carl Albert, who 
was at one time Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. 
Known as Little Giant, he was 
a Rhodes Scholar. The book 
contained a picture of Albert 
and Queen Elizabeth, where 
the Queen was presented a 
copy of one of the four original 
copies of the Magna Charta. 
This copy was presented to 
Albert as a loan to the United 
States of America. 

Agnes Sublette told of her 
growing up as one of eight 
children on a farm in Fulton 
County. She reminisced about 
a white pony, Snowball, with 
one black spot, which the 
children rode bareback. She 
also shared with the visiting 
students details regarding her 
school days at Cayce School. 
She said that at first the first, 
second, and third grades were 
in one room. She said there 
was no cafeteria and students 
carried lunches. As they ate on 
the school lawn, lunches were 
shared and exchanged with 
fellow students. 

Margaret Perry circulated 
really heavy World War I 
shell cases, which her dad, 
Elwyn Coffman, had brought 
back from France. Coffman, 
who lived just 45 days shy 
of 105 years, had, without 
the knowledge of his parents, 
volunteered to serve his country 
in 1917. The barely 18-year- 
old was first sent to Fort Riley, 
Kan., before shipping out to 
serve in France. The large 
shell cases contained several 
pictures, including an Eagle 
and the Statue of Liberty and 
the wording “World War 1914 
U.S.A.”. In 1995, students 
from both the University 
of Tennessee at Martin and 
Murray State University visited 
Mr. Coffman to interview him 
regarding his service. A huge 
write-up of those interviews 
were in issues of the Dresden 
Enterprise.

More good 
advice includes maintaining a 
copy of their medical wishes 
such as a “Do Not Resuscitate” 
or a living will. 

Arrange a home energy 
audit or energy assistance 

- Sometimes seniors have to 
choose whether to pay their util¬ 
ity bills or buy medication or 
even groceries for themselves. 
Most seniors live on fixed in¬ 
comes and have to turndown 
their thermostats in the cold 
winter months and turn up their 
thermostats during the summer 
months to save on the energy 
cost of electric bills. Arranging a 
home energy audit through your 
local electric co-operative is a 
good way to offer assistance. 

Help them do a family his¬ 
tory to share with future gen¬ 
erations - Compiling a family 
history is beneficial to every¬ 
one in the family.

Adreain Payne IS rich. He 
will earn lots of dollars playing 
professionally. When the ball 
stops bouncing as it inevitably 
does, he will have a college 
degree and golden memories 
of time at Michigan State, first 
among them time with Lacey 
and the impact it had on all who 
witnessed it. This life-so-far 
experience at college will rate 
higher than all the cash Payne 
has or ever will have. 

For some of us, the Princess’s 
expression in these photos is 
the One Shining Moment for 
2014, and a fife time for Adreian 
Payne. 

The photos also brought to 
mind a column I penned in 
1995. 

From the archives... Tuesdays 
With Morrie, and Alex. 

July 22, 1995. (re-edited) I 
wrote... 

“This is about dying. This 
is about living. This is about 
special human beings. And, it’s 
about you and me. 

Morrie Schwartz was a feisty 
little man of sharp-edge humor 
alternatively sweet and gruff . 
He took full advantage of being 
a curmudgeon, having his way. 

Brave too. Near the end, 
Morrie let a writer into his 
private life, and then ABC’s 
Ted Koppel peered into the last 
twinklings of his life. Morrie was 
a retired professor of Sociology 
at Brandies University who 
was 79 and battling ALS, Lou 
Gehrig’s Disease. 

Mitch Albom had been his 
student who had gone on to 
sports writing at the Detroit Free 
Press. When Albom was told 
about his old professor’s demise 
he went to see him, rekindled 
a friendship that included 
Schwartz taking his friend down 
a few pegs from the pedestal of 
his own importance. 

At first Albom flew back to 
Boston to spend time with his 
old teacher, then he moved 
back east and began to visit 
every Tuesday until the end 
of Morrie’s life in November, 
1995. 

They had agreed Albom would 
chronicle Morrie’s experience 
with dying. The old professor 
was candid, philosophical and 
appreciated Albom’s devotion. 

In turn, the author-to-be 
got a good taste of grumpy, 
cantankerous and get-out-of- 
my-face. Albom got to look 
into the face of another human 
whose life was melting away. 
Morrie spoke poignantly about 
how fear felt and tasted, about 
pain, loss of independence, 
about despair and dying. 


spirit right to the last good-bye. 

Tuesdays With Morrie the 
book was 192 pages. Albom 
painted his central character 
in vivid, sensitive and kindly 
detail.Was a best seller with 
a good epilogue too. First 
earnings, Albom used to pay 
Morrie’s medical expenses, 
funeral, establish a scholarship 
at Brandies in his name.

dad. “Remington’s success has 
my daughter Halley wanting to 
turkey hunt now,” notes Tom¬ 
my. “I think that is fantastic! 
She has already been deer hunt¬ 
ing with me.” Halley started 
deer hunting with the family 
when she was a mere two years 
old, sitting in her first tree with 
Tommy holding her as Wendy 
shot a deer. Remington has been 
tagging along as soon as he was 
old enough to walk. 

“Often the kids, Halley, Rem¬ 
ington and myself go with him 
on his hunts,” adds Wendy. “We 
have been with him on many 
turkey hunts, deer outings, and 
we all have been with him three 
times to Elk hunt in the moun¬ 
tains of Colorado.” 

Wendy explains that turkeys 
notice the slightest of movement 
so when they hunt with Tommy, 
they hunt in a blind. “Tommy 
takes ALL hunting very serious, 
so a blind is a must,” she says. 
“We all enjoy being out in the 
nature and seeing the wildlife. 
It’s not always easy going along 
on the hunt with all the walking, 
carrying supplies, and being still 
and quiet.” Wendy’s job is filled 
with keeping everybody sup¬ 
plied with snacks, supplies, and 
keeping the kids quiet when it 
is needed. “But as a family, we 
have made lots of great memo¬ 
ries,” says Wendy. “There is 
nothing like being there watch¬ 
ing as Tommy gets ready to bag 
his game and celebrating it.” 

Taking the kids hunting with 
them has provided the children 
with the opportunity to develop 
a strong love for animals and the 
outdoors. “They understand the 
importance of hunting to keep 
control of wildlife manage¬ 
ment,” explains Wendy. “Both 
kids have killed several deer 
and they are very competitive. 
Halley has decided this year that 
she really wants to hunt turkey 
instead of just watching.” 

Tommy has had very little 
training on how to turkey hunt. 
“Sure I read magazines and talk 
to other hunters but there is not- 
greater lesson than experience,” 
notes Stewart. “I learned the 
turkey hunting tactics I use to¬ 
day by good old trial and error. 
If the tactic worked I added it 
to the arsenal. With Remington 
bagging his first turkey over the 
weekend, Halley is now chop¬ 
ping at the bit to go and kill her 
one. “At times, Tommy has had 
to be like a referee about who’s 
turn it is to hunt or to actually 
get to shoot,” says Wendy. “I’m 
very thankful that the kids enjoy 
begin with their dad and I hope 
they will pass this tradition on 
with their families when they 
are grown.” 

Tommy Stewart does most 
of his turkey hunting in Fulton 
County. “I love to hunt turkeys 
because of the challenge,” he 
says. “And I do most of my 
hunting right here in Fulton 
County.” 

In closing Tommy adds, “Tur¬ 
key hunting is all about family 
and friends. You see, this year 
I was privileged to three firsts. 
I called in my son Remington’s 
first gobbler, my little buddy 
Jackson Major’s first gobbler, 
and my new friend Jeremiah 
Bagley’s first turkey. Turkey 
hunting is about memories we 
create together in God’s awe¬ 
some creation. It is about the 
friendships we forge that last a 
lifetime. And if God gives us the 
gifts of big ol’ gobblers during 
the process, well that is just the 
icing on the cake. I sure do love 
the icing too.”
